He procured 
detective Bruner, a member of the 
House, to ris@ to a question of privi- 
lege, when Bra@ner gave a bistory ofa 
brilliant pie@g of detective work in 
which he told how he set a trap for a 
reporter fof the Examiner, and how 
the guileless r@porter fell into the trap 
And paid $400 for the privilege. 

A majority of the members of the 
Assembly seemed to be in sympathy 
with Bruner ig his attempt to trap the 
Examiner, and the Senate adjourned 
and went overto the Ilouse to hear 
him tell how he worked it. They 
cheered him a@ he progressed with the 
story, and when he reached the part 
detailing how he secured the $400 from 
the r@porter by pretending to get a 
aplaceon thé San Francisco police 
force, his outburst of profane obscenity 
was greeted with wild applause by his 
admiring confederates. When he 
reached this point he asked the House 
to call a witness whom he wanted them 
toexamine then and there, and the 
House complied with bis modest re- 
quest. 

LAW YER BULL’S LITTLE,PLEA. 

Lawyer Bull took the stand and at 
once opened his argument in favor of 
the Pete Connelly claim. Incidentally 
he made charges of attempted extor- 
tion against Andy Lawrence, the legis- 
lative reporter of the Examiner. Law- 
rence is not the reporter who fell into 
Detective Bruner’s trap. 

-When- Beil Bad completed his argu- 
‘ment in favor.eftne Connally ¢laim he 
yielded the floor'to Detective Bruner, 
who continued his talk of bis operations 
against the Examiner. In concluding 
he asked the House to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate his work, which 
request was granted at once and the 
detail made from the kalsomining de- 
partment. The whole manceuvering 
was simply a burlesque on ilegis- 
lative proprieties. Beyond denying 
his guilt bruner gave no ex- 
planation, but spent his time 
in abuse of a reporter who was not 
connected with the case in any way, 
but he refrained from attacking the 
Examiner. He wanted to avoid plac- 
ing himself in a position where a judi- 
cial inquiry into the matter could be 
made. He is willing to be judged by 
his peers, but not by anunbiased jury.

Lawrence 
came to me ov Saturday last, and asked me 
it L had agreed to give my influence to get 
men on the po.ice torcein Sau Francisco. 
1 toid nim I had promised to exert wyself 
iu the interest of a friend. Ou Mouday 
Bellan met me at the sergeant-at-aims’s 
room, and wanted my influence to get men 
on the pulice furce, saying that there was 
money init. Ideciinedto have avythiug

peritect honey. 

And now that we bave a great army 
of trained, skillful beekeepers with fa- 
cilities for getting our honey product 
into any market 1n the world, both by 
water or by rail, there is no good rea- 
son why the beekeeper of Soutbern 
California should not lead the world in 
all that pertains to the production of 
honey. 

Coiorado is putting on war paint

Now is the time to look carefully 
after the bees where their -tores are 
notample. Feed them until the bloom 
is sufficient to furnith all the honey re- 

guired for brood raising. Bec

naturally we look for relief by return-

When I say well-rotted manure, I 
meau just what Il say, for most stable 
manure is spoiled in the rotting, pro- 
cess; gets ‘fired’? and ruined except 
for the bumus or vegetable matter it 
stilicontains, I rot iarge quantities of 
straw and stabie manure ali the time 


ten feet wide, every layer of which is 
tramped solid and watered thoroughly 
with a bose. As soon as one pile is 
Gnished to the desired length and 
depth I throw a small bank of earth 
around it and soak again weil with 
water. I watch it careiully and see 
that it does not get hot enough to burn, 
which it will, say in two weeks, if 1 


did not give it a soaking with 
water, the heat generated by 
the ammonia and water would 


fairly cook the straw. In about 
five weeks 1 turn it inside out, 
tramp, soak, etc., over again, and in 
another five weeks or ten weeks from 
the start, 1 bave the best rotted stable 


iost a particle of the plant food ‘ele- 
meuts—on the other hand have turned 
straw, cornstalks, and everything into 
a plant-food shape, at a very small 
cost. Ihave in this way made bun- 
a-eds oi cords of orange tree food out 
ot what many peopie bura. 

li the trees are very large and bear- 
ing vay from twelve to twenty boxes 
each, the **pull’’ on the ash elements is 
very ‘great, and in a case of this cuar- 
acter itisa good plan to bave your 
soil analyzed and learn deli- 
nitely what it requires; an ex- 
pert orange culturist can tell by the 
look of your trees and fruit if they lack 
ash, phosphate or nitrogen. However, 
no general plan can be laid down for 
fordbe use of commercial manures. 
Where they are not required their use 
is a mere waste of time and money. I 
will say. though, that a few pounds of 
a good grade of nitrate of soda around 
each tree (about six feet irom a large 
tree) will certainly do some good, as it 
basa tendency to liberate dormant 
plant food inthe soil. But the g ratest 
success with all manures is good prac- 
tical cultivation. At some future 
time | will give the Rural my moe »% 
operandi of cultivating an orange 
grove. In my opinion there is only one 
way to make good merchantable fruit; 
anyone can grow scrubs 260 and 300 to 
to the-box.

-|uniformity in width, grade, material 


and manner of construction, so 
as to afford the public safe 
and easy transit by the shortest 
possible route. While advocating the 
retention of district overseers having 
practical knowledge and experience, 
it desires to have them codéperate un- 
der one road commissioner, to be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Supervisors, 
who shall be a skillful and practical 
road engineer, Instead of the dila- 
tory methods now in use, whereby our 
annual appropriations are consumed in 
repairs, Mavy are advovating§ the 
building and completion of roads and 
bridges at once, by contract; and pay- 
ing for them in long-time bonds at a 
low rate of interest. ‘The association 
believes that rights-of-way will be 
given freely when the people realize 
that the benefits of such highways far 
outweigh the value of the easement. 
Highways will then be sought and not 
fought as at present. 

In these objects the association de- 
Sires and expects the encouragement 
and cooperation of all good citizens. 
Witbout organization little cau be 
accomplished; with ity demands will 
be irresistable, and our county will be- 
come the most prosperous, as she is 
now in all other respects, the most 
attractive on the face of the earth. 
The association bas recently issued 
a circular, from which we make the 
following extract: 


_ Lf the degree of our civilization should be 
measured by the condition of our roads, we 
should rank low. If weareto be judged 
according to our opportupities, we are 
likely to be found guilty. of uegligence, 
Our mountains are vast quarries of ¢, 
our bilis are full of asphaitum, and olf val- 
leys beg to bécieared of gravel. Our peo- 
pie are not wanting in intelligence nor in 
public enterprise, nor in capital to carry 
themon. Nevertheless we continue to jolt 
on to destruction over roads that wouid not 
be coceaaee even in Asia or Northern Af- 
rica, Here and there we note a good road 
and always find a prosperous people on 
both sides of it. Good public highways, 
adorned by trees, not only measure the civ- 
ilization of the people who promote and 
maintain them, but aiso bring back wealth 
aud prosperity in return. 

It is a lamentable statement, but never- 
theless, true. thatit costs more to get our 
grain from the farm to the railway station 
than from the railway station to the sea; 
and, thata locomotive can haul a ton of 
wheata inile more cheaply than a farmer 
cau haula bushel. Not only can horses ac- 
complish more on good roads than on bad 
ones, but we gain inimensely in speed, com- 
fort, and wear and tear of vehicies. 

A poor wagon-road is the worse invest- 
ment a peoplecan make, anda good one is 
the best. Our highways are the arteries of 
commerce, Unless they are in good run- 
ning order, the entire body politic suffers 
from stagnation. ‘Trade languishes, pro- 
duce rots upon the farm, and land remains 
unsettled and unused, We contend that 
inoney spentin improving our highways is 
an inuvesimient and not a tax. 


No thinking person, who has long 
resided in this section, can fail to rec- 
vgnize the great importance to the 
county of the work thus outlined. 
The Highway and: Forestry Associa- 
tion should receiye every possible en- 
couragement, not alone from those 
who are directly interested, but from 
the citizens at large, allof whom will 
profitinone way or another by the 
improvement of our public roads.

The continued scandals in connec- 
tion with the election of United States 
Senators cannot fail to give great im- 
petus to the movement for election of 
Senators by the peopie. It is a reform 
which must and should come. The 
people have shown vary plainly that 
they demand it. Many members of 
the Llouse, and nota few prominent 
Senators are in favor of it. Every 
fresh instance of the purchase or at- 
tempted purcbase of- a seat in the 
American Mouse of Lords adds weight 
to the arguments of those 
who declare that the time has arrived 
when voters should take the election 
of these exalted servants of the people 
into their own hands, without the in- 
termediary of Legislatures, which too 
frequeutly defeat the popular -willin 
the election of Ssnators, even when 
they do not doso from corrupt mo- 
tives. 

It will not, however, do to rely upon 
this reform as an aill-sutticient remedy 
for corruption in the choosing of Sena- 
tors, although it will certainly make 
cerruption far more difficult.

The quick, nervous temperament of the 
actor can with difficulty be subdued to the 
requirements ef the earlfer scenes, where 
the stolidity of the barbaric soldier of for- 
tune in the midst of his foreign surrousd- 
ings, should be a prominent teature of the 
personation.

In pursuing many rumors concerning 


| the position of corporations and per- | 


sons in the current Senatorial contest, 
we encounter witb great frequency as- 
surances on the part of the friends of 
candidates, persons in the lobby 
and citizens generally, that the South- 
ern Pacific Company is for or against 
certain candidates, whose names are 
given. We wish to state once and for 
ail,and upon the best authority, that 
the Southern Pacific Company has no 
candidate’ for the office of United 
States Senator, and we hold such au- 
thentication of this assertion as 
will put to shame any man 
who controverts it. Collis P. Hunt- 
ington, the president of the South- 
ern Pacific Company, has declared 
that the corporation will not take part 
in political contests in the State of 
California—that the company is nota 
factor in any political contest what- 
ever. He has also stated in a most 
authoritative way thatiu the pending 
Senatorial contest the company will 
take no part, and that no one author- 
ized to speak for 1t will be authorized 
to exert on its behalf or in its name 
the slightest influence to compass the 
election of any candidate, or compass 
the defeat of any. Any statement 
thereof made from any source that the 
company desires the defeat vf a candi- 
date and intends to compass that re- 
sult, dr desires the election. of any in- 
dividual candidate, and intends to pro- 
mote that result, will be wholly gratui- 
tous. This statementis made in the 
most perfect candor, and will be veri- 
fied to the fullest extent. The prefer- 
ence of the railroad company is us- 
ually made one of the pieces on the 
chess-bodard of political manipulation. 
If it is placed there in the current in- 
stance, it willbe by people who are 
authorized to speak for it, or give it 
position. We have assurances from 
the very best authority, and are amply 
able to make those assurances good in 
& manner so unmistakable as to leave 
no doubt of their perfect candor, that 
there is no pretense and no insincerity 
in the determination of the president 
of the Southern Pacific Company to 
eliminate that corporation as a factor 
from the politics of California. If any. 
have other information, they may rest 
assured of its complete aureliability. 

There are many roniors coupling the 
names of candidates with practices in 
this connection as black as treason to 
human liberty. The corruption of a 
member of a Legislature under demo- 
cratic institutions is a conspiracy 
against the perpetuation of civil lib- 
erty and an obstacle to progress in that 
direction worse than any treason ever 
attempted, and more insidious and 
dangerous in its effects than all the 
opposition which- imperialism has 
brought to bear. The man, who has 
purchased tbe yote of & mémbert of the 
Legislature, or the man who has sold 
his vote, may deem themselves respect- 
abie citizens, but their respectability 
is maintained onlv by concealment of 
their conduct. They are respectable 
only because they have been pursuing 
a course of undetected crime; and 
there is no difference whatever between 
the moral quality of bim who buys and 
him who seiis this species of sin. Nor 
will the people of this country long 
tolerate practices of this character. 
For the past twenty-five years, corrup- 
tion in high places has augmented 
until the very verge of public patience 
has been reached. The great canons 
of thought on the subject of official 
purity uave not, however, changed, 
Those elements of virtue in national 
existence upon which this country 
must depend for the perpetuity of its 
institutions, the preseryation of civil 
liberty and the progress of civilization 
among mankind, have not been 
debauched or prostituted. The masses 
of men who do not enter the 
political arena to engage in 
the struggle for the spoils of office, or 
the empty honor of political distinc- 
tion, abstain chiefly bécause they are 
indifferent to the political course of the 
country so long as itis kept within a 
certain limit of reasonably good gov- 
ernment. Butif the office of United 
States Senator in the present instance, 
or any future instance, is to be placed 
at auction, we believe it to be the fuli 
determination of the people of Cali- 
fornia to prevent the successful bidder 
from enjoying the fruits of bis crime.

A RAT’S REVENGE. 


How it Got Even With a Doctor 
-.Who. Tortured it...

_ De. T. J. Ritchie, a physician of 
Beaver Falls, has bad an experience 
with a rat during the past week which 
he will not forget for some time. 

Recently he bas been experimenting 
on rats, dogs, cats and other small 
animals for the purpose of studying 
the process of digestion. He would 
place the animals-under the influence 
of chloroform, and then, after cutting 
them open and noting the working of 
the digestive organs, would sew up the 
wound, anoint it with a healing salve, 
and then let the animals go. 

On Saturday last he captured a large 
rat and placed it under the influence of 
the drug, when to his surprise he dis- 
covered that the animal was one he 
had previously operated upon. 

He examined it for asecond and 
then, just as he turned to his case te 
get the necessary instrument to make 
further investigations, the rat revived, 
jumped from the table, sprang into the 
open fireplace and escaped up the 
chimney. The doctor, thinking the 
rat would pop out of the top of the 
chimney, ran out on the street to see it, 
but no rat appeared. 

That night, as he lay asleep, he was 
awakened by a sharp pain in his fin- 
ger, and openi his eyes saw a rat, 
which proved to be the one which had 
escaped from him the previous even- 
ing, scamper off the bed and up the 
chimney again. He examined his fin- 
ger and found it badly bitten. 

He washed and bound up the wound 

and went to sleep, only to be again 
awakened by the same rat biting his 
nose. Hechased it away, but he got 
little sleep that night, for the rat kept 
returning, and when he attempted to 
kill it the wily little creature always 
successfully took refuge in the chim- 
ney. 
The next night, and for several 
nights afterward until last night, the 
rat disturbed his rest by its persistent 
and bloodthirsty attacks. Dr. Ritchie 
couldn’t help but be curiously inter- 
ested in the little fellow’s warfare, 
even though his experience was rather 
uppleasant. 

Finally he stopped up the chimney, 
but the rat managed to get out. He 
then left the door of his room open, 
thinking the rat would seize the chance 
to leave the premises. He also set a 
trap for it, but be didn’t catch it until 
last evening. 

When the rat saw the doctor it 
showed every sign of terror, and when 
he put the trap on the table and 
brought out his bottle of chloroform 
and sponge it gave a despairing squeak, 
tore savagely at its abdomen with its 
sharp teeth until'the wound, only im- 
perfectly healed from the preVious 
operation, burst open, its bowels 
pushed out, and the_poor little animal 
rolled over, kicked convulsively and 
died. Ithad committed suicide rather 
than submit to another operation.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.}] The work of the 
House committee on public buildings 
and grounds during the Fifty-first 
Congress, is set forthin a statement 
prepared by Chairman Milliken. 

Four hundred and eleven House bills 
for the erection of new public build- 
ings and the completion or extension 
of buildings in progress of construc- 
tion were referred to the commit 
tee, asking appropriations amounting 
to $76,635,625. Of the bills reported 
from committees, ninety-three passed 
the House, appropriating $12,676,639. 
One bundred and twenty-nine Senate 
bills were freferred to the committee, 
asking appropriations amounting to 
$29,122,500. In most cases these bilis 
were for buildings at places for which 
House bills of a similar nature had 
been introduced. Ofthe Senate bills 
eighty-five were reported to the 
House with amendments reducing 
the appropridtion to correspond with 
the House bills. The 85 as they came 
from the Seuate asked an aggregate 
appropriation of $24,640,000. As re- 
ported by the committee the amount 
was reduced to $14,298,000. Of the 
bills passed 85 were approved by the 
President, appropriating $12,171,639; 
and four were vetoed, appropriating 


,000. 
The committee had before it a large 
number of bills involving much larger 


appropriations than referred in any 


Congress since the organization of the 
Goverument. The policy of the com- 
wwitee has been to provide for build- 
ings ata large number places and limit 
tue appropriations. 


LAND FOR SETTLERS. 


Part of the Umatilla Reservation Of- 
fered for Sale. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The commissioner of 
the General Land Office today issued 
instructions to to the register and re- 
ceiver of thé land office of Lagrange, 
Or., in regard to the sale of a portion 
ofthe Umatilla Indian reservation. 
The commissioner says that the law 
directs that these lands be offered 
for sale to the highest bidder at not 
Jess than the appraised value and 
in no case less than $1.25 per ac 
The lands are classified as timbere 
and untimbered, and the amount 
allowed to a purchaser is limited to 160 
acres of untimbered land and an addi- 
tional forty acres of timbered land. 
No person will be permitted to pur- 
chase timber land uuless he is alsoa 
purchaser of untimbered- lands. 

Lhe instructions state that the terms 
of payment for untimbered land are: 


One third of the purchase price in} 


cash, and one thirdin two years from 
the date of sale; with inter- 
est at five per cent. Land offl- 
cers are instructed’ to cull at- 
tention to improvements on land 
as being offered ut the appraised valu- 
ution thereof in addition to the land, 
and that such improvements must be 
paid for in full at the time of pur- 
chase. Every purchaser is required to 
make an aflidavit that the land is 
bought for nis own use and occupation.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.} An article con- 
tributed to the New York Truth by 
ex-Senator Ingalls which has created 
much comment, is in substance as 
follows: 

The annugl shriek about our de- 
fenseless coasts and the bombardment 
of New York, Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton has not been omitted. The yearly 
pamphlet describing the blood-curd- 
ling incidents aud appalling conse- 
quences of a war with Chili and Spain 
in 1905 has been sent toeach Senator and 
Representative in Congress. Editorial 
estimates in the metropolitan press of 
the amount of property within reach 
of an Italian iron-clad in the lower 
bay, and the ransom that could be ex- 
torted from merchants and bankers, 
have all been submitted and filed away 
for use again in 1892. Their. purpose 
is to reconcile the people to the passage 
of the Naval Appropriation Bill, 
and to enormous and _ proili- 
gate expenditures in times of 
peace for ships, fortifications and 
of war. The capacity of the 
United States to create a navy in an 
emergency was demonstrated in the 
rebellion. The duel between the Mon- 
itor and Merrimac, in Hampton Roads, 
revolutionized warfare, and the prob- 
lem since has been to construct armor 
that no projectile could penetrate, and 
then to invent a projectile that no 
armor could resist. 

European nations have been con- 
ducting these expensive experiments 
hitherto, and the ships of 1880 are al- 
ready antiquated. Dynamite and 
other explosives complicate the situa- 
tion, and the navy we are now build- 
ing ata cost of $50,000,000 will be as 
worthless in 1900 as a Roman galley. 
England, France and Italy would 


| gladly sell us their floats at 50 per cent 


of their cost. 

The millions we are squandering on 
vessels would better be spent for earth- 
works, and powerful guns to cover 
every roadstead, channel and harbor 
which a hostile fleet could threaten or. 
assail. Is there any necessity of 
spending millions every year for naval 
defense? 

Our enemy is England and she is 
under bond to keep the peace. No 
other nation is so vulnerable and nore 
so detested. Sbe has incurred the re- 
sentment of the buman race by centur- 
ies of injustice. England kicked us 
when we were helpless and feeble, 
she sacked and. burned” de- 
fenséless' capitol, she kicked 
Ireland, she kicked Egypt, she kicked 
the Hindoos, Zulus, Boers and Chinese; 
but she is notin the habit of kicking 
her equals. In ourcivil war she did all 
she couNl, short of open hostility, to 
destroy the Union, and then apologized 
and paid damages.

A SUCCESSFUL TEST 


—Of the Electric Fire-Alarm1 


System. 


ELECTRICITY DOWNS FIRE 


City Council Inspect the Boxes—Lo- 
cals of Genenral Interest—Peo- 
ple Comingand Going— 
Brevitles. 


The new electric fire-alarm system 
was tested yesterday afternoon, and 
the result was a complete success. 
In one of. Vore & Hoag’s four-in-hands 
the members of the City Council, 
Vice-President Cosby. of the Rhodes 
& Keeze Company, the Messrs. Keese, 
Chief of the Fire Department Turbett 
and three reporters went the rounds of 
the boxes, turning an alarm in from 
each. 

Mayor T. P. Lukens sounded the first 
alarm from box No. 15, corner of 
Madison avenue and Colorado streets, 
to extinguish a brush fire set a burning 
especially for the occasion. Exactly 
four and a half minutes after the 
alarm was sounded the hook-and-lad- 
d uck was on the scene of action, 

half a minute later the engine 
was at the nearest plug at Moline 
avenue. Water was piaying on the 
fire seven minutes after the alarm was 
sounded. The distance covered was 
over one mile. 

Other members of the party sent in 
alarms from the different boxes, but of 
course the department did not re- 
spond. ‘The test was a complete suc- 
cess as the alarm bells could be heard 
distinctly from the boxes most distant 
from the engine house, despite the 
strong wind which was blowing. 

After completing the circuit the 
party visited the engine house, where 
the system was explained by Ss. J. 
Keese. It is the famous Gamewell 
system, which is in successful opera- 
tion in many of the large cities. The 
local system is divided into two circuits, 
the dividing line being Fair Oaks ave- 
nue. Thus if any break occurs, or the 
wire is gronded in one circuit, the 
other is not affected. The system is 
operated by a 60-cell battery. The 
key-board in the chief’s room, and the 
instrumeats which determine where a 
break or- disconnection has occurred 
are all examples of fine mechanism 
and imgenuity. A bell at Chief Tur- 
bett’s house sounds an alarm at the 
same time the bell rings at the engine 
house. 

The boxes are located and numbered 
as follows: 

No. 12, Orange Grove and Colorado; 
No. 13, Fair Oaks and Colorado; No, 
14, Mareng and Colorado; No. 15, 
Madison an Colorado; No. 16, Lake 
avenue at Olivewood: No. 17, Fair 
and Chestnut; No. 18, Orange 
Grove and Belifontain; No. 21, Califor- 
nia and Pasadena avenue: "No. 23, 
~Orange Grove and Ellis; No. 31, Old 
Fafr Oaks and Orange Grove; No. $2, 
hiobles; No. 34, En- 
gine House; No. 35, California and Ma- 
rengo; No. 36, Walnut and Vernon; 
No. 387, Marengo and Villa; No. 38. 
Center and Euclid; No. 41, Broadway, 
near planing mill. 

An alarm is sounded by unlocking 
the outer door of any of the boxes with 
one of the fire-keys to be left at the 
mearest houses, and simpiy pulling 


. down the hook which projecis through 


the inner inclosure.
